AN ILL ADVISED FRIEND. 


The progress, of the Northwest depends 
upon the niaintenarce of its reputation asa 
desirable field for settlement. It should be 
the effort of every friend of the country to 
secure the removal or improvement of all 
conditions which tend against its desirability, 
in order that its good reputation may be 
bettered. The Toronto Mail has exerted 
itself in behalf of the Northwest on several 
occasions recently—no doubt with the best 
intentions, But when the Mail brings ite 
extensive knowledge, pointed argumentazand 
weighty reputation to the discussion of a 
Northwest matter there seems to be a ditfi- 
culty—not in clearly proving its point, but 
in stopping when the point has been fully 
proven. Long ago Grip pictured the national 
policy asa well meaning elephant, which 
having found a bird’s nest determined to 
care for the eggs as the mother bird would, 
by sitting on them. So, the Mail in trying 
to do the Northwest a service, sometimes,by 
proving too much, does ityreatinjury. The 
most recent case is its attack on the C. P. R. 
on ccourt of the discrimination in wheat 
rates in favor of St. Paul and New York as 
against Winnipeg and Montreal. The Mail 
showed that.the C. P. R. hauled wheat ata 
less. rate between. the two United States 
cities than between the two Canadian cities, 
and argued that as the ©. P. K. had been so 
heavily bonused with Canadian money the 
Canadian people should at least have equal 
advantages over its lines as compared with 
peuple of another country. In taking up 
this case and dealing with it forubly up to 
this point the Mail was doing the Northwest 
good service, but when to clench its argu- 
ments it announced that on account of this 
discrimination against him the Nuithwest 
farmer was placed altogether at a disadvant- 
age as compared with the farmer acioss the 
line in Minnesota and Dakota, aud that a 
continuance of this line of action on the 
part of the C. P. R. must de’ 
populate the Northwest in favor of 
these two 3tates 1t was doing the Northwest 
more injury than the former part of its 
argument could do it good, and besides was 
not dealing ia sound reagon or solid fact. It 
may be freely admitted that the lower the 
freight rate the better for the farmer, and 
thai if freight rates are lower for the Minne- 
sota than for the Manitoba farmer the latter 
has the advant.ve to that extent. But 
while the matter of freight rates is of very 
great importance. that is not the only 
matter to be considered in discussing the 
comparative advantages to farmers of rival 
countries. It is possible ta conceive that 
the farmer who pays.the higher freight on 
his wheat may have lighter municipal taxa- 
tion, a better school system, a more satis- 
factory condition of social order, a soil and 
climate which may give him more certain, 
larger and higher graded returns, any one of 
which conditions may more than make up 
to him the loss which he suffers on the 
transportation of his wheat. As a matter of 


fact the Northwest farmer has the advan: 
tage cf the farner of Wakota or 
Minnesota in all these particulars. If 


the greater or less cost of transportation were 
the only guide to the most suitable locality 
for the profitable raising of wheat New York 
and not Minnesota or Dakota should be the 
«reat Wheat state. The fact that it is not 
is ample proof that cost of transportation is 
not, as the Mail attempte to prove, the 
only standard by which the profits of wheat | 
raising can be judged, To cone right down | 
to particulars, this season's crop in Manitoba 
and the adjoining territories has been 
actually marketed at a higher price than has 
been paid in the country immediately 
adjoiving south of the line, the causes being 
the high quality of the grain and the demand 
for it tor milling purposes. So that this 
season although the freight rates are aginst 
him the Manitoba farmer not only actually 
received more cents per bushel for his yrain, 
hut he had more bushels to the aore, has 
had to pay ices local taxes, and has lived in 
better social surroundings than his veighLlor 
south of the line. Therefore it is not the |

A letter recently received by Mr. Hourston 
from Loomis, Isabella County, Michigan, 
reads as follows: 

“Please write me about the land around 
Edmonton, What is the chanve of getting 
prairie land to homestead near town. Is 
there much timbered lands. Yow far is 
Edmonton fromthe railway and is there a 
good wagon road to it. What time in the 
spring should a person go to Edmonton?’ 

In reply: The land around Edmonton is a 
black vegetable mould from two to three 
feet in thickness overlying a fertile whitish 
or yellowish clay of a depth of about twelve 
feet. There is no stone inthe land, There 
are afew sections of prairie land open to 
homesteading within ter miles of town, but 
there is abundance of such land at a greater 
distance, There is plenty of timbered land 
interspersed with the prairie,and ata distance 
of about 60 miles to the westward the 
country is entirely timbered. Calgary 200 
miles distant is the nearest pcint on the 
railway and there is a good wagon road all 
the way. In May is the best time for a 
settler to come. 

A second letter is from 
Ontario, and asks: 

“What have you to pay for your unbroken 
land? Is your land chiefly prairie or timber? 
What is the price of building material? 
What does your grain market for? How 
near Edmonton can unbroken land be got? 
What wages do you pay farm hands by the 
month, and is the supply eqwal to the 
demand? Please answer soon as [ want to 
emigrate in the spring.” 

In reply: Unimproved government land 
to the amount of 160 acres can be secured 
for anentry fee of $10 and doing the settle- 
ment duties, that is building a house and liv- 
ing init for six months in each of three years, 
and cultivating fifteen acres of land. The 
selling price of unimproved government 
land is 32 an acre. The country is rather 
more Open than timbered. A settler can 
secure a homestead all prairie or all timber- 
ed or partly prairie and partly timbered as 
he may please. House logs can be had for 
the cutting and paying a small duty to the 
government. Rough lumber is $80 per m. 
flooring and siding $40, shingles $4, briek 
$15 to $20. Wheat is worth $la bushel, 
oats 40°cts and barley 50 cts., but there is 
only the local market for grain and prices 
vary greatly, Cattle raising is at present 
the best and most profitable branch of the 
farming industry here. There is a small 
amount of land open for homesteading not 
more than ten miles from Edmonton. 
Wages to farm hands are from $25 to $85 a 
month by the year and. $50 during haying 
and harvest. Supply and demand are about
